graves; Johnson to die, und Scott saud Hyron to
arises Garrick to debeht the world with his

daseling drumatio genius, and Kean to leap on

the stage and take possession of the astonished

theatre, Steam had fo be Invented; kings to be

beheaded, banished, deposed, restored; Napoleon

to be but an_eplsode, and George IT! iz 10 be

alive through all these varied chunges, to ac-

company hie people through all these revolu-

tiops of thought, government, soclety—to sur-

yive out of the old world into ours,

for vhe young Princess Chuarlotte, the hope ol
the ompire. I csme from India as a child, and
onr ship touched al an island on the way howe,
where my black servant took me o long walk
over rocks and hills until we reached a garden

‘lab; a& many grisly warriors are garrisoning
the United Service Clob opposite, Pall Mall s
the great social Exchapge of London now—the
mart of news, of politics, of seandul, of rumo=—
Lthe Euglish forum, 80 10 speak, where men dis-
cuss the last despatel from the Crimea, the last
speech of Lord Derby, the next move of Fard
John, And, now undthen, o 4 few antiquarians,
whose thoughts are with the past rather than
with the present, it is & memorial of old times
aod old people, and Pall Mall is our Palmyra.
1ook! Above this spotTom of Ten Thousand
was killed by Konigsmarck's gang, In that
rit 1ed honse Gainsborengh lived, and Cul-
oden Cumberland, George 1il's uncle. Yonder
is Barah Murlborough's paluce, just as it stood
Wwhen that termagant occupied |t.

her’s; and Swilt striding out of Bury street; aad
Mr, Addison and Dick Eteele, both perhaps a
little the betler for liquor; and tbhe Prince of
Wales and the Doke of York clattering over the
pavement; and Johuson countng the posts
along the streets, aller dawdling before Dods-
Jey's window; snd Horace Walpole hobbling
into his earriage, with & gimerack just bought
out at Christie’s; und George Selwyn sauntering
into White's,

In the published letters to George Selwyn we
E(!t f maes of correspondence by no means so

rilliant and witt,y as Walpole's, or o bitter and
bright as Hervey's, but as interesting, and even
more descriptive of the time, because the letters
fare the work of many hands., You hear more
volces speaking, ns it were, and more nataral
than Horsee's danaifled treble, and Sporus
malignant whisper, As one reads the Selwyn
letters—as one looks at Relynnlclh' noble pictures,
illustrative of those magnificent times and vol-
uptuous prople—one eglmost hears the voice of
the dead past; the lnughter and the chorus; the
tonst called over the brimming cups; the shout
sl the race.courze or the gamiag-taide: the
uerry ]ﬂkes frankly spoken to the laughing five
Jady. How fine those ladies were—those lndirs
who heard and spoke such coarse jukes! how
grand those gentlemen !

I fancy that peoullar product of the past, the
fine gentleman, has almost vanisned ofl the facs
of the earth, and is disappearing ltke the heaver
or the Hed Indian, Wa can't have fine gentle-
men any more, beeanse wo can't nave the socle'y
in which they lived, The people will not obey;
the parasites will not be as obsequious as for-
merly; children do not go down on thelr konees
to beg their parents’ blessing; chaplains do not
say grace and retire before the pudding; ser-
wvants do not eay your honor and your worship
at every moment; tradesmen do not stand hat
in hand as the gentleman passes: authors do
not wait for hoors in gentlemen's ante-rooms
with a fuleome dedication, for which they hope
to get five guinens from his lordship, In the
days when there were fine gentlemen, Mr, Sec-
rotary Pitt's under-secretaries did not dare to
#it down before himg but Mr. Pitt, in his turn
wept down on his gouty knees to Georze 1 wod
when George [11 spoke o few kind words 1o hing,
Lord Chatham buorst into tears of reverentinl
joy und gratitude; o awtul was the ldes of the
monnrch, and go great the distinenons of runk,
Funey Lord Jobhn Russell or Lord Palmerston
on their knees while the soverolen was readiog
a deapatoh, or beginning to cry beenuse Prince
Albert sald something civil !

At the acoesslon of George TII the patriolans
were yet at the heiehe of thelr good fortune,
Boclety recognized their superiority, which they
themselves prorty calmly took for pranted.
They inberited not only titles and estaies, and
pents fu the House of Peere, but scats in the
House of Commons. There were n multitude of

overnment pluces, and not merely thess, but

Selwyn has o chaplain and parasite—one Dr.

Warner, than whom Plautus, or Ben Jonson, or
Hogarth never painted o betwer chavneter, In
letter afier lotter he ndds fresh strokes to the
portrait of himeself, and completes g portrait not
a little curious t¢ look at, now that the man las
passed away; all the roul pleasures sud gamboly
in which he revelled, played out: all the rouged
faces into which he leered, worms and skuils:
all the fine gentleman whose shocbuckles he
kigsed, Iald in thelr cotling, Thnig worlthy clergy
man tikes rare to Lell us that hie does not believe
in bis religion, though, thank Heaven, ho is not
$0 great a rogue st w lawyer. He goes ou Mr.
Selwyn's errands—any errands—and s prond,
he esays, to be that gentlemau's proveditor, He
wuits upon the Doke of Queensberry—old Q. —
aud exchanges pretty stories with that aristo-
erat,.  He comes home *“*alter a bard day’s
christening,* as he suys, and writes to his patron
before sitting down to whist and partridges for
supper.  He revele in the thoughts of ox-cheek
and Burgundy: he 18 & boisterous, uproarious
parasite, licks his muster's ehoes with explosions
of laughter und cunning smack and gusto, and
likes the taste of that blacking as much as the
best ciaret in old Qs cellar, He has Rubeluls
faod Horace at his gres<y tingers’ ends. He fe
inexpressibly meaan; carlonsly jolly; kindly and
good natored in sforet—ap tender-hearted knave,
not & venomous hek-splitle, Jesse days tnat at
his chapel in Long Acre “he attained a cou-
eiderable popularity by the pleasine, munly. and
eloquent style of his delivery.” Was Infidelity
endemie, and corruptionin the air? Around i
Young King, himseif of the most exemplary life
and uudoubled piety, lived a court soclety as
disrolute as our country ever knew, George Il's
bad morals bore their fruit in Georae 111 early
years; as | bolieve that 2 knowledge of that good
man's exsmple, his moderation, his frogal sim-
plicity and God-fearing life, tended infinitely to
improve the morals oif the country and purify
the whole nation,
After Warner the most Interesting of Selwyn's
correspondents 18 the Earl ot Carlizle, grand-
father of the amiable noblemun at present Vice-
roy in Ireland, The grandiather, too, was Irish
viceroy, hiaving previously been trensurer of the
king’s houschold, and, in 1778, the principal
cogmissloner for treating, consulting, und
agrecing upon the means of q’u'mtmg the divi-
Elons subsisting in his majesty’s colonies, plan-
tations, and posgessions in North America. You
may read his lordship's manifestoesin the Royal
New York GFazetle. He returned to England,
having by no means quieted the colonles, and
speedily alterwards the Royal New York Gazelle
somehow ceased to be published,

Thig good, clever, kind, highly-bred Lord
Carlisle was one of the English fine gentlemen
who was wellnigh ruined by the awful de-
bauchery and exirnvagance which prevailed in
the great English eociety of thouse days,  Its die-
soluteness was awfol; it had swarmed over
Eurcope after the pence: It had danced and
raced and gambled in all the courts, It had
made its bow at Versailles; it bad run its horses
on the plam of Sahlons, near Paris, and erented
the Anglo-manin there; it had exporied wvast
quantities of pictores and marbles from Rome
aud Florence; it bad ruined ltsellf by bullding
great galleries and palaces for the reception of
the statues nud pictures; v had brought over
singing-women and dancing-women from all the
operas of Earope, on whom my lords lavished
thelr thousands, while they left their honest
wives and honest children langmszhing in the
lonely, deserted splendors ol the eastle and
park at home,

Besides the grear London soclely of those days,
there was another nnacknowledged world, éx-
travaeant beyond measnre, tearing about in the
pursuit of pleasure; dancing, gambling, drink-
ing, singlug; meeting the real uu:-ivt{ Iu the
ﬂubht‘ places (at Ranelughs, Vauxhalls, uund

ldottos, about which our old novellsts talk so
constautly), and outvying the real leaders of
lasbion in luxury, and splendor, and besuly.
Fur instunce, when the famous Miss Guouing
visited Paris as Lady Coventry, where she ex-
peeted that her beauty would meet with the ap-
plause which bad followed her and her sister
through England, it aopears she was put 10
flipht by an Enghish lwdy £ti1i more lovely in the
eyes of the Parlsipns, A certain Mrs, Pitt took
& box at the opers opposite the countess, nnd
wis 80 much handsomer than her ladyship that
the purterre eried out that this was the real
Fuglish ludy, whereupon Lady Coventry quitted
Paris in o bufl, The poor thing died presently
ol consnmption, sceeleruted, 1t was said, by the
1ed and white paiot with which she plastered
those luckless charms of bers, (We must re.
Lnt.hvnt to ourselves all fashioneble femmale

urope at that time s plustered with white and

radoled with red,) Bhe loit two daughters bes
hind her, whom George Selwyn loved (he was
eurionsly fond of little children), wud who are
described very drolly and paipetically in the e
lotters, in their hittle nursery, where passionsate
little Lady Funoy, if she had pot good cards,
flung hers into Lady Mery's face: aud where
they snt covspirineg how they should regeive a
new mother-in-luw, whom their paps presently
brovght home. They got on very well with
their mother-lu-law, who wns very kind to
them; and they graw up, and they were mar
ried, aud they were both divoreed afterwards—
poor little rouls! Poor ratoted mother, poor
society, gbasily In ik plensures, 18 Joves, 11
revelries !

As for my lord commissioner, we can afford
to speuk aboul hims: becsuse though he wus
k whd apd weak commissloner at oue time,
thovgh he hurt his estate, though be gumbled
and Jost ten thousand ponuds at 8 sitting—*tve
